Penn­ 
sylvania and West Virginia, the 
center of the protest, roamed the 
states’ highways in private cars and 
gathered at truck stops in an effort 


to gain support for the shutdown 
There were numerous incidents of 
drivers being forced off the road. 
In Pennsylvania, a tractor-trailer 
crashed early today on the Lehigh 
Valley Thruway near Allentown, 
killing its driver. The victim was 
unidentified 
Three other trucks were hit by 
gunfire 
in 
Pennsylvania 
and 
windshields on several other trucks 
were smashed and a truck loaded 
with meat overturned in Allentown 
after it was separated from the cab 


In Barberton, Ohio, Fred Ast. 50, 
driver of a CCC truck, was forced 
off the road by a car and kidnaped 
Another trucker saw the incident 
and alerted police, who forced the 
car off the road in a high speed 
chase

President Nixon declared that 
“one year of Watergate is enough” 
in his State of the Union address and 
challenged 
Congress 
instead 
to 
focus its attention on solving the 
energy 
crisis and 
inflation. 
He 
vowed to remain in office. 
In a hard-hitting 45-minute speech 
to a joint session of Congress and a 
broadcast audience of millions of 
Americans Wednesday night, Nixon 
dramatically asserted his intention 
to remain in the Presidency despite 
inroads 
of 
the 
scandal 
on 
his 
administration. 
“I want you to know that I have no 
intention whatever of walking away 
from the job that the people elected 
me to do,” the President said as his 
Republican 
supporters 
loudly 
applauded in the House chamber. 


Nixon also pledged to cooperate 
with 
the 
H ouse 
J u d i c ia r y 
Committee’s impeachment inquiry, 
but indicated that he may refuse to 
turn over White House documents 
and Watergate tapes on grounds of 
executive privilege. 


“There is only one limitation,” 
Nixon said. 
“I will follow the 
precedent that has been followed ... 
by every president from George 
Washington of never doing anything 
that weakens the office of the 
president of the United States ...”

At least 91 killed in jet crash 


PAGO PAGO, Amerrican Samoa 
(UPI) — A Pan American World 
Airways Boeing 707 carrying 101 
C 
rsons caught fire on its approach 
the Pago rago Airport in a violent 
thunder squall today and crashed 
1,000 feet short of the runway, 
killing most of those aboard. 
Witnesses said 91 persons died, 
most burned to death when they 
were trapped inside the flaming 
wreckage. 
Of the 
10 survivors, 
several were not expected to live. 
The 
Federal 
Aviation 
Ad­ 
ministration ordered the airport, on 
the 
island 
of 
Tutuila 
midway 
between Hawaii and New Zealand, 
closed following the crash 


Dr. Peter F. Veales, medical 
director at the Pago Pago Medical 
Center, said “most of the dead fried 
in the plane.” 
Veales said the survivors were 
three women and seven men and 
that eight were in serious or worse 
condition with burns over 50 per cent 
of their body and that several were 
not expected to live. Two survivors 
were in fair condition and able to 
walk about. 
“We all tried to get out and 
jammed the exits,” one of the two 
male survivors said “I managed to 
get out over a wing but most ofthose 
aboard did not.”

investment. 


Spokesmen for the five cities, 
under the wing of the 11 city 
Northern California Power Agency 
(NCPA), contended that only an 8 5 
per cent rate hike would be needed 
to effect this amount of return. 


An answer is expected in three to 
four weeks If no cutback in the rate 
hike is directed, the five cities may 
appeal to the full Federal Power 
Commission and then to the courts 


The 
five 
cities 
involved 
are 
Lompoc, Healdsberg, Lodi, Ukiah, 
and Alameda. 


In other energy news, PG&E has 
offered to talk with NCPA leaders to 
work out an agreement whereby the 


utility would wheel NCPA power 
over their transmission lines. If 
such an agreement is made, the 
door would be part way open for 
NCPA plans to embark upon a 
power generation venture, such as 
jointly constructing a geothermal 
power plant at the Geysers dry 
steam fields in Sonoma County.

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Confined to wheelchair 
Accident creates a planner

Twenty-year-old 
Barbara 
Skelton 
used 
to 
act 
spontaneously She would do things on the spur of the 
moment 
Since the 1972 accident which left her a quadriplegic she 
has become more of a planner In a way she plans for 
people who fail to plan for her and people like her 
Take for example, the two story building at Allan 
Hancock College Last semester Barbara wanted to take 
B 
33 Because it was being held in a room on the 
ng’s second floor, that class was out. 
The building has no elevator, and it s nearly impossible to 
ather several people to haul a weighted wheelchair up and 
own long flights of stairs twice weekly 
Barbara did take pysch 33 that semester, but at AHC’s 
night session held on the Cabrillo High School campus 
To account for such complications, Barbara and her 
counselor. Robert Penney, got together and planned out her 
semester program according to where her desired classes 
were located and their ease of access 
Besides the class at Cabrillo, she took three classes at 
AHC. One was located on a flat surface. No problem just 
wheel on in. 
The two other classes came with the built-in burden of 
three steps before the door. Classroom work for Barbara 
began even before she entered the room 
“ When I had Donna we would grab someone and they 
would help me up (the three steps).. People were alwavs 
willing to help,” said Barbara, a 1971 graduate of Cabrillo 
who lives with her parents at 4422 Sirius Ave 
Until a few weeks ago Donna took Barbara to and from 
school and taxied her around to classes She moved and now 
Barbara hired a male student to do the job 
Outside of school it’s more of a hassle for Barbara to get 
around She can’t go shopping just anywhere. Narrow 
doorways; small, crowded! and inaccessible bathrooms, 
present problems 
She stopped shopping at stores that have the rotating 
metal arms leading to the shopping area 
When it comes to public facilities, Barbara knows “ old 
people have many of the same problems I do 
Barbara wishes that those who design buildings and 
facilities would give some forethought to physically 
impaired people. 
Nevertheless, life goes on Another semester at AHC and 
Barbara 
plans to transfer to UCSB. 
majoring in 
psychology. Already she has talked to the special 
department there that handles handicapped students 
She wants to live off campus and knows someone will 
have to live with her 
“ I don’t like to be dependent. I don't want the state to 
take care of me,” she wants others to understand. “ I want 
to be independent.” 
That’s what college is all about. It represents a chance 
for gainful employment. 
A job is really important to you? Barbara beams back a 
contagious smile, nodding her head. Yes. Yes. 
“ It’s going to be hard,” she admits. “ It s hard for people 
to accept that people in wheelchairs are not totally 
helpless.” 
TTiey are becoming aware, she thinks. Her girlfriend

Diane, also confined to a wheelchair, is employed Barbara 
has heard of other paraplegics who hold down jobs. 
True, Barbara is a quadriplegic. But she writes She uses 
both hands and the one moveable thumb and writes 
Before the accident Barbara studied secretarial science 
at AHC. Now she wants to be a probation officer If that 
proves impossible, she’ll go on in college to achieve a 
degree in school counseling 
Wherever she winds up working, she’ll drive there For a 
time this summer Barbara is enrolled at a rehabilitation 
center in Los Angeles to learn to drive a car by hand 
controls. 
Barbara recalls regaining consciousness after the 
accident, learning the car had hit a road divider and she 
would never walk again. She thought her life was done 
except for the technical life to death transition 
“ I know now I can live a pretty normal life It’s just going 
to take another way.’’ 
Her brilliant eyes mark this young woman’s acceptance 
of dealing with life on new terms.

A Senate Republican leader 
offered 
Gov. 
Ronald 
Reagan a strategy to defuse 
the 
long-smoldering 
veto override bomb, but ran 
out of time.

contender became the first 
California governor since 
1946 to have a law enacted 
by the legislature over his 
veto.

Gas station operators 
may stage shutdown 


SACRAMENTO < U P I) — Independent service station oper 
ators in California are having real problems and they may 
stage a state wide shutdown to make the public aware an 
association official says 
Ray Ashwill, acting chairman of the newly formed 
California 
Coordinating 
Council 
of 
Service 
Station 
Associations, said Weanesdav independent station op 
erators and owners throughout the state are “ considering 
any and all ways to let the public know their plight “ 
He said the operators, who have invested life savings in 
their community businesses, are “ extremely upset 
because they can’t get gasoline from the major oil 
companies Also, he said they feel the federal government 
has Seen unfair because it did not give the oil companies 
any guidelines on who is allocated the fuel. 
Following a trip through the southern part of the state, 
Ashwill said there is “ unrest” and much talk about close 
downs. 
The coordinating council is a group of seven large service 
associations in California MemWrs pump about 50 per cent 
of all gasoline in the state. 
The independent stations, according to Ashwill, are 
suffering the most because of the energy crisis and the 
shortage of easoline. Ashwill said a recent survev in 
Southern California showed that about 30 per cent of the 
stations had to close on Saturdays because of no gas and 
that figure jumped to 75 per cent on Sundays. 
“ All the while the company-owned stations and other 
high volume operators along freeways were open. ” Ashwill 
said.

Hockey fossil and his sons 
Howe Aerodynamic can one family get? 


By Ira Berkow 


HOUSTON - <NEA) - 
Only his cowlick, created by 
a full head of steam, reveals 
any effort as Gordie Howe 
moves gracefully, pur­ 
posefully in his habitat. His 
well-groomed pepper and 
salt hair, his white-and-blue 
uniform, his shimmering 
skates seem in this, the 29th 
year since he began as a pro­ 
fessional hockey player, to 
have made him indissoluble 
with the smoky-white ice- 
work. 
He is like some incredibly 
preserved fossil discovery. 
He has come out of two-year 
retirement to play for the 
Houston Aeros in the World 
Hockey Association. 
What was the lure for this 
slope-shouldered, 6-foot, 200- 
pound, 46-year-old body 
which has been upholstered 
with 500 stitches and has 
scored a record 786 National 
Hockey League goals? 
Not necessarily riches, he 
says. Not completely that he 
would be playing with his two 
sons, Marty, 19, a defense* 
man, and Mark, 18. a lett 
wing on the same line with 
dad. More, even, was the 
chance to have fun again at 
hockey — his life. He said he 
would not have retired from 
the Detroit Red Wings had he 
not been debilitated by team 
dissension emanating from 
the front office, which took 
the joy out of the game for 
him. He was then given a 
front-office job in which, he 
felt, he was forced to be a 
nonfunctional barnacle in the 
executive woodwork. 
A contract offer of $1 mil­ 
lion spread over five years, 
and $400,000 for each of his 
sons spread over four years,

plus public relations work for 
his wife, Colleen, helped turn 
his head southward. 
So the Howes came to 
Houston where hockey — and 
almost everything else ex­ 
cept possibly chili — was sec­ 
ond to high school football 
Well, the Aeros in the 
young WHL have recently 
risen into first place; Gordie 
is the team's leading scorer 
and attendance this season is 
over 6,000 a game, nearly 
2,000 better than in the Howe- 


less 1972-73 season. And fans 
here make more joyous noise 
than what’s heard in the zoo’s 
Big Cat House during mating 
season. 
Howe says he still gets a 
thrill out of playing. For one 
thing, he can get excited for a 
championship race. Once, he 
said in his wry way, that he 
no longer got butterflies 
before games because he 
began drinking insecticide. 
But some evenings now he 
forgets to gulp his dose. 


Howe says he gets enor­ 
mous delight in playing with 
his sons. He mentioned the re­ 
cent night when Marty, the 
defenseman, scored the first 
goal of his pro career, on a 
drop pass from his father. 
"At tirst. said Gordie, “ I 
thought it was Mark who 
scored it. But then I circled 
around and saw’ Marty, a big 
grinning Marty, and I knew. ’ 
Gordie could empathize 
easily. He says he remembers 


vividly his first goal in a 
regular-season pro game. "It 
was on old Turk Broda. in the 
second period of my first 
game, he said "Right after 
the game I wrote at least 10 
letters home. ” 


Gordie says he can play 
almost as much as he ever 
could - 25 to 30 minutes a 
game. The arthritis in his 
right hand has subsided after 
a two-year rest, and his legs, 
though feeling heavier at 
times, seem to be carrying his 
well-tended body comforta­ 
bly. 


‘‘I do get sore after 
games," he said, “ but not 
aching. Sure I get tired, but if 
you put out effort you should 
get tired. I got tired when I 
was 17.” 


One of the few concessions 
his sons make for dad (they 
call him "Gordie" or “Gord 
on the ice) is that on the day 
of a game, w hen sister Kathy. 
14, has to be picked up by car 
from her high school, Marty 
or Mark w ill say, “ Dad, stay 
resting on the couch. I’ll get 
Kathy." 


On the ice, Howe still will 
hold off an opponent by jam­ 
ming a big. blue claw-glove 
in his face. He can still rattle 
the rmk glass with a shatter­ 
ing body check. And he still 
gets his face stick-slashed, 
and then sewn up like a quilt. 
Finally, one is forced to 
wonder: does a father of 
grown kids, a gray-haired 
Hall of Fame patriarch feel 
silly still playing a rough- 
and-tumble game0 
“Only if I were wearing 
tennis shoes on the ice — then 
I'd feel silly,’’ said Howe.

Frank Broyles of Arkansas cries loudest about costs, yet 
wasn't it the same Frank Broyles who once said aid-based- 
on-need would never work because it couldn't he enforced 
and the coaches eouldn’t be trusted on an honor system? 
Keep up the good work as the lone journalist in American 
sports, now that Howard Cosell has gone show-biz. — Boh 
Campbell, Colorado Springs, Colo. 
Aw, shucks. Oh yes, the question I called Broyles and he 
says, quote: “ It’s not the coaches you can’t trust. It’s the in­ 
terested parties (i.e., alumni). It would open up a can of 
worms. I don’t recruit against the Ivy League (which has aid 
based on need), but people who have also have many allega­ 
tions against it. I’m not smart enough to answer the question 
of costs, but unless something is done, many schools are 
going to have to give up football.” 


Parting shot:

and county construction project measure. 
No governor is infallible and the law is 
written that vetoes can be overridden. 
A Legislature has the responsibility to 
assert its independence when they believe 
that a governor s actions are not in tune 
with the welfare of the State’s citizens. 


The godfather 


I am greatly refreshed by the 
words of Mr. Charles Bluhdorn, 
chairman 
and 
chief 
executive 
officer 
of 
Gulf 
and 
Western 
Industries, which for reasons I do 
not wholly understand, owns “The 
Godfather.” 
Mr 
Bluhdorn is 
just back from the 
Middle East and it 
occurred 
to 
him 
that 
“ The 
God­ 
father” is showing 
in Iran for less than 
Dr. 
Zhivago 
ten 
years ago. The rea­ 
son 
is 
that 
the 
distributor 
is 
re­ 
quired by law not to 
sell 
at 
a 
higher 
price than was then 
current, never mind 
i n f l a t i o n . 
Mr. 
Bluhdorn points out 
that 
the 
Govern­ 
ment of Iran has not 
done anything con­ 
spicuous by way of holding down the 
price of oil, its principal export to 
the United States, and indeed to the 
world at large. “If I was to bid $1 for 
a barrel of their oil,” he said, 
“they’d turn me down. I think the 
price for 
The Godfather’ is too 
low ” And indeed Iranian oil is now 
selling for ten times what it sold for 
ten years ago 
Mr. Bluhdorn then mused about 
the excuse given by the Iranian 
Government for holding down the 
price of movie tickets. That way, 
says the government, poor people 
can afford to see the movie. Mr. 
Bluhdorn is not in the least opposed 
to 
poor 
people 
seeing 
“ The 
Godfather,” but he wonders why 
Gulf and Western should subsidize 
them. There is no argument, he 
points 
out, 
against 
an 
Iranian 
Marshall Plan — they’ve got the 
money. 
There 
are 
a 
“billion 
people’’ in India who don’t get to 
see movies because they are too 
poor. Why doesn’t Iran subsidize the 
price of movies? The United States 
spent twenty billion of those old 
dollars to help Europe et al after the 
war. Why shouldn't Iran now turn 
philanthropist? 


And of course in talking about 
Iran, we single out the most obliging 
of the oil exporting nations in the 
region. The others for the most part 
participate in the boycott that has 
caused the great scarcity from

which, in greater and lesser degree, 
the world suffers But all the world 
suffers 
from 
the 
extortionist 
increase in the price of oil, and Iran 
most cheerfully led the pack a few 
weeks ago by selling oil at auction 
and getting for it a price more than 
double the price of only a few weeks 
before. 
It requires hard study to sort out 
the ethical and economic strands in 
the tangled question. But one begins 
by observing that the price of oil is 
high only in part because there is a 
physical shortage. That shortage is 
at least for the short term mostly 
insignificant. What there is is a 
contrived shortage, and this is the 
result of a clear act of economic 
aggression by the Persian Gulf oil 
states. It is a great worry how to 
deal with it. 
The easy way is to thrrow them 
Israel, and 
swallow their price 
increases. That is no way to get 
either 
strategic 
satisfaction 
or 
strategic results. The appetite for 
control of that oil by the Soviet 
Union will not diminish with the 
humiliation or even extinction of 
Israel. (And the vulnerability of 
Japan and the western powers will 
not diminish until an alternative 
source of fuel is developed, and we 
are talking 10 -15 years.) 
The figures for 1973 are hard to 
come 
by, 
but 
it 
would 
be 
approximately correct to say that 
Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, Libya, Iraq, 
The Emirates, and Iran between 
them imported some seven billion 


dollars in goods. It would seem to 
me perfectly fair — just as a starter 
— to increase the price of all goods 
purchased 
by the 
oil exporting 
companies that have raised the 
price of their oil, by a corresponding 
percentage. Thus a tractor that used 
to cost, say, $4,000, would be billed 
at $8,000 after the last doubling in 
the price of oil. 
(Now this of course would require 
a great deal of coordination. And 
that is never easy. But the impulse 
is certainly there, because the least 
dependable of the victim-states — 
France, for instance — could be 
made to understand that in the 
absence of a response of some kind, 
the situation is going to go quite out 
of hand.) 
Here is one to chew on. I have 
heard it projected that by the end of 
1974, the Persian Gulf States will 
have $70 billiion more than they can 
possibly spend towards their own 
orderly development. And that by 
the end of the decade, they would 
have reserves of one trillion dollars. 
With one trillion in your pocket, you 
can buy ail the stock at current 
prices in every market in the world. 
But of course money is no good 
unless it can buy you something. 
And for a very long period, the non- 
Arab world is going to be the 
producer of the goods the ownership 
of which distinguishes between the 
poor and the rich nations. And it is 
something on the order of the 
Bluhdorn Formulation that we will 
need to seek out. 
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“ That new small car you bought from us last week 
takes a little getting used to, eh, Mr. Boyer?"

Most people can’t believe that 
food supplies won’t expand, just as 
they were sure cheap gas would 
continue. This may prove ultimately 
correct but in the meantime there 
could also be the greatest calamity 
in the history of mankind. The 
weather cycle is important. The US 


and Canada now control a larger 
share of the world’s exportable 
grains than the Middle East does of 
oil, and the US provides 90 percent 
of the world soybean exports. Bad 
weather could reduce this. A cycle 
of droughts has hit North America 
roughly every 20 years since the 
Civil War when records were first 
made; the 1930’s created the dust 
bowl and in the 1950’s it appeared 
again. Even a mild return would be 
dangerous today.
